Candidates express 


various views, goals

Two veteran board of educa- 
tion members and one newcomer 
will vie June 10 for two four-year 
terms for East Jordan Public 
Schools. 

The candidates took a few min- 
utes last week to talk about their 
views and reasons for running in 
the election. 

@ Gary E. Ciszewski has been 
a member of the school board 
since 1988, and has been presi- 
dent of East Jordan Parents for 
Alternative Choices since 1987. 

He hasalsobeena Little League 
manager for nine seasons. 

Ciszewski and his wife Glenda 
have three children; two sons, 25 
and 22, who graduated from East 
Jordan High School in 1989 and 
1992, respectively; and a daugh- 
ter, 15, entering her sophomore 
year this fall at EJHS. 

“T always felt a moral obliga- 
tion to be involved in the com- 
munity and what better way than 
through the school system,” 
Ciszewski said recently in ex- 
plaining why he wants to serve 
on the board. “Young people fas- 
cinate me and the school board 
was a good place to be involved 
in their lives. In 1988, many neg- 
ative comments were being made 
regarding the school system in 
general and I wanted to see for 
myself what was happening. 

“Today there is an exciting and 
very positive ground swell in the 
community, the school system 
being a big part of the picture,” 
he continued. “Parents, grand- 
parents, senior citizens, students, 
staff, administrators, and busi- 
ness people are all helping to 
make the East Jordan School 
System the best in the north. With 
the community’s support in June, 
I would like to continue offering 

my time and talents to the com- 
munity.” 


Asked about mcs goals if 


re-elected, Ciszewski said, “A 
goal is to see continual improve- 
ment in the curriculum. With the 
start-up of the Advanced Math, 
Science and Technology Center 
this fall, a big step forward is 
being made; however, a great deal 
of work remains. 

“Computer technology is the 


future for our students,” he add- 
ed. “We need to offer the best in 
technology, along with proper 
training for both students and staff 
to receive maximum benefit from 
the technology.” 

Another goal is to promote ad- 
ditional scholarship possibilities 
for students wishing to attend 
college upon graduation from 
high school. 

@ Barbara Malpass has served 
two terms and is running for a 
third term on the board. 

She is married to Fred Mal- 
pass, and the couple have four 
children, two of whom have grad- 
uated from East Jordan schools. 
They have a son attending 11th 
grade at East Jordan and a daugh- 
ter in eighth grade. 

“T feel I can be of service and 
help contribute to a better school 
system for the students of East 
Jordan,” she said when asked 
about her candidacy for a third 
term. Malpass discussed her goals 
if elected: 

“IT will continue working to- 
gether for a better educational 
system, which is being imple- 
mented through the Strategic 
Plan,” she said. “I’m interested 
in the new rooms at the high 
school and in the new middle 
school, and in seeing the projects 
through to completion. 

“T will further support the math, 
science and technology program 
that is being implemented this 
fall, as well as block schedul- 
ing,” Malpass continued. “These 
programs will help take our stu- 
dents into the 21st century”. 

@ Mike McKenzie does not 
have previous board of education 
experience, but has two daugh- 
ters, one of whom an EJHS grad- 
uate and the other is a student at 
East Jordan Middle School. 

He and his wife Martha recent- 
ly became the new owners of 
Sherman’s Appliance in East Jor- 
dan. 

“I would like to see more em- 
phasis placed on education,” 
McKenzie said when asked why 
he is running for a board seat. _ 

He cited as a goal, “To get 


more actively involved with the — 


politics of the school system.

School addition is on schedule

After breaking ground on the 
project April 30, the Petrie Con- 
struction firm (East Jordan) is 
on track with school district 
timetables to complete the addi- 
tion to East Jordan High School. 

“We still anticipate the com- 
pletion will be sometime in mid- 
August, in time to be used by 


students, and the project is on 
schedule at this point,” said su- 
perintendent Chip Hansen. 

Plans call for the addition to 
be ready for student occupancy 
in time for the start of the 1996- 
97 school year. 

When completed, the new 
construction will add fourclass- 
rooms to the school: 

* an additional science lab 

* a new computer lab 


* two general classrooms 

The addition will also be used 
in the mornings to house the 
math, science and technology 
center. 


‘“We’re pleased the construc- 
tion schedule is positive at this 
point,” said Hansen. “We’ re en- 
thusiastic about the opportuni- 
ties the kids will have in the new 
facility this fall.”

Anyconcerned citizen of Char- 
levoix County who has aconcern 
over traffic safety for any specif- 
ic road can contact Sheriff George 
T. Lasater for concentrated pa- 
trol consideration. The traffic 
safety concern may be speeders, 
careless or reckless drivers, drunk 
drivers, or similar concerns. 

One or more deputies in marked 
and unmarked patrol cars will be 
assigned to the concentrated pa- 
trol for designated periods. The 
citizen or group requesting the 
service will be given a written 
report after the concentrated pa- 
trol has been in effect, listing the 
number of citations issued, traf- 
fic stops made, arrests and num- 
ber of patrol hours spent on the 
problem area. 

When requesting this service, 
citizens need to supply the sher- 
ifs office with the following 
required information: 

* specific roadway for which a

* nearest cross road 

* types of violations the citizen 
has observed 

* suspects (if any) and type of
